the Saviour tells us that every 
Christian has two friends. One is 
the friend who has no bread, the 
lost sinner. The other is the Friend 
who does have bread, the Lord. 
The obvious and central teaching of 
this parable is that every Christian 
should have bread to set before 
sinners; that this bread can be 
gotten from the Lord, and that it 
is only gotten by importunity. One 
who says, “A friend of mine in his 
journey is come to me, and I have 
nothing to set before him,” tells in 
full the sad plight of the Chris- 
tian without Holy Spirit power. 
That verse explains dry eyed 
preaching; cold, formal churches; 
protracted meetings that are not 
revivals. That verse explains 
Christians who are not soul win- 
ners. None of us have bread for 
sinners unless we go to the other 
Friend who has bread and who, if 
we wait and plead, will rise and 
give us as much as we need! 


Ask, Seek, And Knock 


In verse 9 the Saviour said: 
“And | say unto you, Ask and it 
shall be given you; seek, and ye 
shall find; knock, and it shall be 
opened unto you.” 


Do not overlook the connec- 


tion. Jesus is still answering 
the request. “Lord, teach us 
to pray.” The word”and” which 


starts the sentence. clearly con- 
nects this promise with the impor- 
tunate man who begged at mid- 
night from one friend until he got 
the bread for his other friend so 
needy. In other words, we are to

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ask like that man asked, to seek 
like he sought, to stand at the 
door and knock and keep on knock- 
ing until the door is opened and we 
get the bread. God wants us to 
notice the importunity as an im- 
portant element in prayer, but 
more especially the importunity 
when begging for bread for sin- 
ners. 


In verses 11 to 13, the Saviour 

plainly shows us that what we 
should pray for is the power of 
the Holy Spirit. There He says: 
"If a son shall ask bread of any 
of you that is a father, will he give 
him a stone? or if he ask a fish, 
will he for a fish give him a ser- 
pent? Or if he shall ask an egg, 
then, being evil, know how to give 
good gifts unto your children: how 
much more shall your heavenly 
Father give the Holy Spirit to 
them that ask him?" 
This Scripture is still talking 
about bread, and still talking 
about prayer. If a child asks 
bread from his father, he gets 
bread, not a stone. How much 
more can the importunate man get 
bread from his Friend! Or in the 
clear words of the Saviour, “How 
much more shall your heavenly 
Father give the Holy Spirit to them 
that ask him?” 


Verse 13 is the climax of the 


whole passage. Praying for the 
|Holy Spirit is the heart of a real 
|Christian’s prayer life, when he 
prays as Jesus taught His disci- 
ples to pray. 


There has been much confusion 
about this simple matter of pray- 
ing for the Holy Spirit. It imme- 
diately comes to mind that saved 
people now have the Holy Spirit 
dwelling in their bodies. That is 
true. During the life and ministry 
of Jesus before His crucifixion, the 
Holy Spirit was with Christians, 
but not literally dwelling in their 
bodies. In John 14:17, Jesus plain- 
ly told the disciples that “he dwell- 
eth WITH you, and shall be IN 
you.” And now we know that the 
Holy Spirit lives in the body of 
every Christian. “If any man have 
not the Spirit of Christ he is none 
of his.” (Romans 8:9). See also 
I Corinthians 6:19, 20; II Corin- 
thians 6:16-18; I Corinthians 3: 
16, 17. 


Actually, the change concerning 
the Holy Spirit’s indwelling took 
place the day Jesus arose from the 
dead. In John 7:39, we are plainly 
told that the Holy Spirit was not 
even given because Jesus was not 
yet glorified. In John 20:22, we are 
told that Jesus, on the day of His 
resurrection from the dead, the 
day of His glorification, breathed 
on the disciples and said to them, 
“Receive ye the Holy Ghost.” That 
day the. Holy Spirit came into the 
bodies of Christians everywhere as 
far as we can tell from the Scrip- 
tures. Yes, it is true that the Holy 
Spirit already dwells in the bodies 
of Christians. But I want to show 
you that Luke 11:13 is not talking 
about that indwelling, but about 
something else. When one asks 
for the Holy Spirit as command- 
ed in Luke 11:13, he is not ask- 
ing for an ecstasy for himself, not 
asking for the Holy Spirit to dwell 
in him. He is asking bread for the 
friend who has none. It is clearly 
a case of praying for Holy Spirit 
power to give the gospel to others 
that Jesus had in mind when He 
gave the promise of Luke 11:13. 


Luke and Acts Form a Consecutive 
Story, By the Same Author 


it is important to notice that the 
book of Luke and the book of Acts 
were written both by the same au- 
thor. A glance at Luké 1:3 and 
Acts 1:1 will -clearly show that 
one man wrote both. Both are ad- 
dressed to the same person. The 
same Holy Spirit inspired and dic- 
tated the book of Luke and the 
book of Acts to the same man, 
Luké the physician. And the teach- 
ing about praying for the Holy 
Spirit in Luke 11:13 is carried 
right on through the book of Luke 
and brought to its fullness in the 
book of Acts. 


Some are tempted to separate 
the two books and their teaching. 
Many believe that Luke 11:13 is 
now out of date and that that 
promise is noc gocd this side of 
Pentecost. Many people make a 
dispensational change at Pentecost, 


which is not warranted by the

Word of God. They say that be- 
fore Pentecost people should have 
prayed for the Holy Spirit, but that 
He came at Pentecost and now 
there is no more need for a Chris- 
tian to pray for Holy Spirit pow- 
er. But they are mistaken. The 
Scripture does not warrant any 
such teaching. There is not a hint 
in the book of Luke or the book of 
Acts, telling the same connected 
story, that God anywhere changes 
His plan about Holy Spirit power. 
In fact, the gospel of John discuss- 
es the indwelling of the Holy Spirit, 
but Luke discusses the soul win- 
ning power of the Holy Spirit and 
so does the book of Acts. God 
chooses to reveal certain truths 
through certain authors. In the 
epistles and the gospel of John, 
we are given the truth about the 
indwelling of the Holy Spirit, but 
in the gospel of Luke and the book 
of Acts, the Lord is teaching us a 
different message and that is the 
message of soul winning power. 
So we are plainly given the prom- 
ise that God will give the Holy 
Spirit to them. that ask Him, that 
is, Holy Spirit power. . 

Remember, too, that both of 
these books, Luke and Acts ,were 
written this side of Pentecost, and 
the promise we are discussing here 
was recorded in the Word of God 
long after Pentecost. God inspired 
this passage in His word after Pen- 
tecost for all His people who should 
need Holy Spirit power after that 
time.

Praying for Holy Spirit Power 
Never Out of Date 


This promise of the Saviour, that 
the heavenly Father would give the 
Holy Spirit to them that ask Him, 
was not meant for a limited time 
or a limited circle, as you will see 
as you trace it carefully through 
the book of Luke and then the 
book of Acts. In Luke 24:49 the 
Saviour said, 

"And, behold, | send the prom- 
ise of my Father upon you: but 
tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, 
until ye be endued with power 
from on high." 

In Acts £:4, 5 He repeated the 
command and the promise. 

"And being assembled together 
with them, commanded them that 
they should not depart from Jeru- 
salem, but wait for the promise of 
the Father, which, saith he, ye have 
heard of me. 

“For John truly baptized with 
water; but ye shall be baptized 


. with the Holy Ghost not many 


days hence." 


In Acts 1:8 He clearly explained

promise of Luke 11:13 is this same 
Holy Ghost power, to witness for 
Jesus and win souls. 

The promise of Luke 11:13, that 
the Holy Spirit would be given to 
those that ask for Him, was ful- 
filled in several cases in the book 
of Acts. Let us consider them here. 

1. AT PENTECOST. In Acts 1: 
14 we are told how the disciples 
prayed for Holy Spirit power be- 
fore Pentecost. 


"These all continued with one 
accord in prayer and supplication, 
with the women, and Mary the 
mother of Jesus, and with his breth- 
ren. 


Notice the word “supplication.” 
That is what the importunate man 
did when he was begging for bread 
for his hungry friend. Supplication 
and the importunity are the same, 
and that is what we should do if 
we want the Holy Spirit power. 
The second chapter of Acts tells 
how wonderfully that prayer of 
several days time was answered, 
and the Holy Spirit came upon the 
disciples in great wer. “And 
they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost” (Acts 2:4). The Father 
gave the Holy Ghost to those who 
asked Him. 


It is important to notice, too, 
that the filling of the Holy Ghost 
did not begin at Pentecost. Many 
times before this, people were 
filled with the Holy Ghost. This 
same divinely inspired author, 
Luke, tells of several such cases. 
John the Baptist was “filled with 
the Holy Ghost, even from his 
mother’s womb” (Luke 1:15). 
“Elizabeth was filled with the Holy 
Ghost” (Luke 1:41). “Zacharias 
was filled with the Holy Ghost” 
(Luke 1:67). (Incidentally, it is 
interesting to notice that Luke dis- 
cusses the filling of the Holy Spirit, 
and that John, who discusses the 
indwelling of the Holy Spirit, does 
not anywhere use the term “filled 
with the Holy Ghost’). But what 
I want you to see here is that the 
filling of the Spirit did not begin 
at Pentecost. The indwelling of 
the Spirit began at the resurrection 
of Christ but that is another mat- 
ter entirely. As the filling of the 
Holy Spirit did not begin at Pen- 
tecost, then we should not expect 
it to end there. Luke 11:13 was 
good before Pentecost and was 
good at Pentecost. We shall see 
it is still good for us since Pente- 
cost. 

2. DISCIPLES AFTER PENTE- 
COST. In the 4th chapter of Acts, 
Peter and John had been impris- 
oned, and then after being threat- 
ened, they returned to their com- 
pany and all had a season of pray- 
er, praying for boldness and pow- 
er. Then, Acts 4:31 tells us, 


"And when they had prayed, the 
place was shaken where they were 
assmbled together; AND THEY 
WERE ALL FILLED WITH THE 
HOLY GHOST and they spake the 
word of God with boldness." 
Here it was after Pentecost, and 
the disciples got the Holy Spirit 
power by prayer! It was still true 
that “how much more shall your 
heavenly Father give the Holy 
Spirit to them that ask him?” 

3. THE CONVERTS AT SA- 
MARIA. In the 8th chapter of 
Acts, Philip went down to Samaria 
and had a great revival, with many 
converts. But these converts had 
not received the Holy Spirit, Acts 
8:14-17 tells us: 


“Now when the apostles which 
were at Jerusalem heard that Sa- 
maria had received the word of 
God, they sent unto them Peter 
and John: 

"Who, when they were come 
down, prayed for that they 
might receive the Holy Ghast: 

"(For as yet he was fallen upon 
none of them: only they were bap- 
tized in the name of the Lord Je- 
sus). 

"Then laid they their hands on 
them, and they received the Holy 
Ghost.” 

How did these new converts re- 
ceive the Holy Ghost? Through 
prayer! The apostles came and 
prayed for them. Doubtless they 
themselves united in the prayer. 
At Pentecost and in Acts 4:31, 
people had united in prayer and 
been filled with the Spirit. Here 
again, in answer to prayer, God 
had kept His promise and given 
the Holy Spirit. 


4. PAUL FILLED WITH THE 
SPIRIT. The apostle Paul was 
converted on the road to Damascus. 
There he met Jesus, called Him 
Lord, said, “Lord,, what wilt thou 
have me to do?” received his com- 
mission to preach the gospel, and 
was led down to Damascus. But 
Paul, though converted, had not 
been filled with the Holy Spirit. 
In Acts 9:11 the Lord told Ana- 
nias to go to the house of Judas 
and enquire, “for one called Saul, 
of Tarsus: for, behold he PRAY- 
ETH.” Paul was praying, and Acts 
9:9 tells us that for three days 
Paul “neither did eat nor drink.” 


The Lord convinced Ananias 
that Paul was saved, and verse 17 
tells us, 


"And Ananias went his way, and 
entered into the house; ond put- 
ting his hands on him said, Brother 
Saul, the Lord, even Jesus, that ap- 
peared unto thee in the way as 
thou camest, hath sent me, that 
thou mightest receive thy sight, 
and be filled with the Holy 
Ghost.” 


Paul was already “Brother 
Saul,” a saved man, but the Lord 
sent Ananias that he might “BE 
FILLED WITH THE HOLY 
GHOST.” The point is that Paul 
prayed three days and nights, fast- 
ing, and then received the Holy 
Ghost. With Paul it was true, that 
blessed promise of Luke 11:13, that 
“how much more shall your heav- 
enly Father give the Holy Spirit 
to them that ask him?” 


Christians, Try It! 


Bible Christians believed this 
promise of Jesus that the heavenly 
Father would give the Holy Spirit 
to those that asked Him. They 
asked before Pentecost and the 
Holy Spirit was given in the sec- 
ond chapter of Acts, And again 
they prayed, and Acts 4:31 tells 
us that they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost again. Peter and 
John went down to Samaria and 
prayed for them that they might 
receive the Holy Ghost, and they 
did. Then Paul, the new convert, 
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tried the promise. He asked the 
heavenly Father, prayed three days 
and nights with fasting, impor- 
tunity, and supplication, and then 
he was filled with the Holy Spirit, 
too. 

Many things a Christian can 
have without begging for them. Of- 
ten God answers before we call. 
He gives a thousand blessings we 
do not even think to ask. And 
a lost sinner can always get the 
ear of God instantly if he sincere- 
ly and penitently asks for salva- 
tion. Whosoever shall call upon 
the name of the Lord shall be 
saved. But this matter of Holy 
Spirit power to win many souls 
only comes to those who earnestly , 
ask, seek and knock. That Friend ; 
who had the bread did not arise 
and give him because he was his 
friend. He only did it because of 
his importunity. If you want Holy 
Spirit power, if you want bread for 
hungry, unsaved friends, then you 
may have it, but you may have it 
only the same way that Bible 
Christians had it, and that is by 
prayer and supplication.
